the community interest is determined based on the-a_percentage of members in the j 
community that have accessed the content. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2 wherein: 

the community interest is compared to a reference to initiate the automatically 
distributing. j 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

the automatically distributing includes storing the content on a consumer storage 
device associated with the consumer, 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4 further comprising: 

notifying the consumer that the content is available on the consumer storage 
device; and 
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billing the consumer upon the consumer accessing the content on the consumer 
storage device. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

the automatically distributing the content is dependent on a consumer preference 
to receive automatically distributed content 

7. (Currently Amended) A system for distributing content to consumers, the system 
comprising: 

a network element receiving a request from a consumer to join a community; 

a database coupled to the network element maintaining records of one or move 
communities associated with the consumer; 

a consumer network in communication with the network element; 

the network element monitoring access to content by members of the community; 

the network clement determining a community interest in the content in response 
to members of the community accessing the content;, and 

the network element automatically distributing the content to the consumer 
network in response to the community interest;? 

the n etwo rk element bein g.. p ari of a grid co m puting platform imple mented by a 
plm-ajjl y of geograp hically d ispersed netw ork elements, the grid computing platform 
executin g p arid ap plicat ion to control r esou rces within a dis tri bution network . 

8, (Currently Amended) The system of claim 7 wherein: 

the community interest is determined based on (4T£HLpercentagc of members in the 
community that have accessed the content. 

9, (Original) The system of claim 8 wherein: 

the community interest is compared to a reference to initiate the automatically 
distributing.. 
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1 0. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 7 wherein: 

the consumer network includes a consumer storage dcvicc;jmd 
the network elemenl automatically distributing the content to the consumer 
storage device associated with the consumer. 

11. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 10 wherein: 

the network clement notifies the consumer that the content is available on the 
consumer storage device; and 

the network element billing the consumer upon the consumer accessing the 
content on the consumer storage device. 

12. (Original) The system of claim 7 wherein: 

the network element automatically distributes the content in dependence on a 
consumer preference to receive automatically distributed content* 

13. (Original) The system of claim 7 wherein: 

the network clement includes a plurality of network elements arranged in a grid 
computing network, 

14. (Currently Amended) A storage medium encoded with machine-readable computer 
program code for distributing content to consumers, the storage medium including 
instructions for causing at least one network element to implement a method comprising: 

allowing a consumer to join a community; 

monitoring access to content by members of the community JhcLmpnL^

17. (Original) The storage medium of claim 14 wherein: 

the automatically distributing includes storing the content on a consumer sLoragc 
device associated with the consumer, 

18. (Original) The storage medium of claim 17 further comprising instructions for 
causing at least one network element to implement: 

notifying the consumer that the content is available on the consumer storage 
device; and 

hilling the consumer upon the consumer accessing the content on the consumer 
storage device, 

19. (Original) The storage medium of claim 14 wherein: 

the automatically distributing the content is dependent on a consumer preference 
to receive automatically distributed content. 

20. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 wherein; 

the content includes at least one of video, audio and consumer-generated content.

22. (Currently Amended) A controller for controlling distribution of content, the 
controller comprising: 
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a t proc essor executi ng a grid applicatio n as part, of a gri d computin g pJalKfitDl 
i mpl emented b y a plurality of geo graphicall y d isp ersed network elements, the grid 
computing plat form executin g a grid app lication t o control resou rces within a distribution 
netwo rk, the process or e xecuting proce ssing including: 

means for-rcceiving input from a consumer to join a community; 

m&ms _fe M ecciving content having a community interest in the content in 
response to members of the community accessing the content; and 

meansrfcF-notifying the consumer that the content is available, 

23. (New) The system of claim 7 wherein the grid computing platform includes a 
plurality of network elements including set-top boxes, consumer storage devices and 
network storage devices. 

24. (New) The method of claim 1 wherein the grid computing platform determines when 
to store a video program in response to customer preference and customer viewing habits. 

25. (New) The method of claim 24 wherein the grid computing platform determines 
where to store the video program across a plurality of network elements, including 
storing the video program on a consumer storage device. 
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
